Laserium uses a 1-watt krypton gas laser to trace 
intricate, multicolored patterns of light against 
the Planetarium’s star-filled sky. A 5-watt argon 
laser adds dazzling beams of azure light to each 
show. All Laserium shows are performed live to 
a variety of music ranging from classical to rock. 


Crystal Odyssey combines classical music by 
Bach, Saint-Saens, Grieg, Mussorgsky and others 
with beautiful patterns of dancing lasers. Crystal 
Odyssey is presented on Saturdays and Sundays 
at 5:00 p.m. Tickets are $4 for adults and $3 for 
seniors and children 6-12.

The 33rd Annual San Francisco Bay 
Area Science Fair will be held at the 
California Academy of Sciences from March 
15 through 18. The fair will display the win- 
ning science projects of Junior and Senior 
High School students who have developed 
Original scientific experiments and worked 
them into project form. Each year the fair 
presents an impressive array of projects 
reflecting a high level of understanding of 
scientific problems and research processes. 
The winners will be honored at an awards 
ceremony from 9 a.m. to noon on Saturday, 
March 15. 


The Far Side of Science offers cartoonist 
Gary Larson’s view of nature. 400 original 
Far Side cartoons showing Larson’s own 
view of nature - from the anteater of the 
future with telescopic sights on his nose to 
barnyard animals who discuss philosophy 
when the farmer isn’t around - these 
hilarious cartoons take scientific principals 
and stretch them to the almost boundless 
limits of Larson’s imagination.

The Pantanal: Brazil’s Wetland 
Wilderness uses color photographs by Vic 
Banks to acquaint visitors with one of 
nature’s most dramatic - and unknown 
-natural wonders. The Pantanal, a lush 
floodplain located between Brazil and 
Bolivia, is home to an immense number and 
diversity of animals. Teddy Roosevelt’s visit 
to the area in 1913-14 is documented by 
rare film footage shown continuously in the 
exhibition. The Pantanal continues through 
April 6 in Cowell Gallery. 


The Pribilof Islands, a major breeding 
ground for birds and marine mammals, are 
captured in color photographs by Kevin 
Schafer. These islands off the coast of Alaska 
are the site of rookeries of more than one 
million fur seals and home to countless mur- 
res, auklets, and puffins. The Pribilof Islands 
exhibition is on display in Lower Cowell 
Gallery through April. 


California Gold, the historic gold collec- 
tion of the State of California, will be on 
display through March 9 in the Gem Room 
of Mineral Hall. The collection includes 
samples of all types of gold found in the 
state and some dazzling pieces including the 
Fricot specimen - a 12 pound piece of 
crystalline gold.
